Elementary  Schools 
Emphasize  Art  Work 

College  is  Presented  Ten 
Pictures  to  be  Used 
During  the  Year. 

Art  education  is  being  empha¬ 
sized  again  this  year  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  of  Missouri.  Ttie 
Missouri  State  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  lias  presented  the  College  with 
a  set  of  the  ten  Artext  Prints. 
These  prints,  with  an  interpreta¬ 
tive  and  biographical  text  relating 1 
to  the  ten  art  masterpieces,  are 
approved  for  study  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  of  Missouri  for  tho 
school  year  of  1948-49. 

For  many  years  picture  study 
has  been  a  regular  part  of  the  cur¬ 
riculum  In  the  elementary  schools 
of  Missouri.  Ten  pictures  on  an 
ungraded  basis  are  selected  for 
study  each  year.  By  selecting  the 
moie  accessible  material  which  Is 
on  the  child’s  level,  it  Is  possible  to 
organize  the  program  so  that  It 
may  be  more  effectively  taught. 

The  program  attempts  to  ac¬ 
quaint  the  students  with  the  art 
of  the  past  and  of  tho  present, 
with  the  realization  that  art  ls 
continuous  and  of  the  present  as 
well  as  of  the  past.  Beginning  with 
tho  present  school  year,  two  of  the 
ten  pictures  will  be  of  Missouri 
scenes  by  contemporary  artists. 
The  two  Missouri  scenes  ln  print 
this  year  are  the  following:  A  Fine 
Day  ln  Missouri  by  'Adolph  Dehn 
and  The  Golden  Eagle  by  Fletcher 
Martin.

in  order  to  provide  as  large  a  collodion  as 
possible  with  tin*  available  funds,  Mr.  1  rice,  al¬ 
ter  reading  a  book  on  how  to  frame,  cover,  and 
finish  paintings,  started  to  work  on  a  project 
which  included  the  building  of  frames,  the  build¬ 
ing  of  backs  for  the  paintings,  and  the  painting  ol 
the  frames.  Tho  funds  saved  by  building  the 
frames  here  at  the  College  were  used  in  purchas¬ 
ing  more  paintings. 

Many  students  have  visualized  the  pictures 
as  original  paintings,  but  they  are.  actually  high 
fidelity  colored  reproductions  of  the  original 
paintings.  Some  of  the  reproductions  currently  on 
display  in  the  library  arc  valued  at  more  tliap 
seventy-five  dollars. 

According  to  Mr,  Price,  paintings  may  be 
added  to  the  collection  from  time  to  time  in  the 
years  to  come.  The  collection,  already  distin¬ 
guished  pc  an  outstanding  addition  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  campus,  could  become  the  largest  ol  its  type 
in  northwest  'Missouri. 

In  addition  to  the  formation  of  a  picturesque 
collection,  the  paintings  will  ho  used  in  various 
classes  as  items  of  study  and  criticism. 

President  J.  W.  .tones  says  that  in  a  Jew 
months  the  pictures  may  he  available  lo  the  high 
schools  of  this  district  for  use  in  their  classrooms. 
It  is  only  through  a  project  such  as  this,  that  high 
school  students  interested  in  art  can  study  a.s  a 
class  unit  such  fine  reproductions  of  the  original 
masterpieces.

Miss  M.  Ernst  Stresses 
Educational  Role  Today 

Miss  Marie  Erast,  former  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Classroom 
Teachers  Association,  stressed  the 
important  role  educational  organiza¬ 
tions  play  in  today’s  life,  when  she 
spoke  before  the  Northwest  Missouri 
instructors,  October  7.  Miss  Ernst 
believes  it  Is  almost  impossible  for 
one  to  serve  boys  and  girls  adequate¬ 
ly  unless  lie  knows  current  trends  in 
local  and  state  educational  organ¬ 
izations. 

“If  wc  can’t  answer  their  ques¬ 
tions,  we  can’t  produce  teachers,"  she 
pointed  out.  She  spoke  of  a  need  for 
legislative  and  public  relations  com¬ 
mittees  ns  well  as  for  groups  lo  deal 
"with  welfare  and  professional  prob¬ 
lems. 

"There  is  much  work  to  be  done," 
she  lamented,  “and  we  must  work  to¬ 
gether  to  strengthen  the  moral  fibers 
of ,  our  young  people  ns  well  as  to 
develop  their  mental  capacities,  their 
spiritual  understanding,'  and  their 
intellectual  leadership." 

She  begged  for  a  blueprinted  pro¬ 
gram  for  Missouri;  however,  she 
pointed  out  that  if  true  unity  were 
reached  within  the  teaching  ranks, 
the  program  would  quite  naturally 
formulate.  v 

“A  united  profession  moves  for¬ 
ward,"  she  continued.  “Lot  us  join 
hands  that  we  may  build  tho  finest 
human  .institution  in  the  world, 
thereby  enabling  us  to  worthily  per¬ 
form  that  task  entrusted  to  us."

Dr.  J.  W.  Hake  Announces 

Arrival  of  New  Telescope

Dr.  J.  W.  Hake,  head  of  the 
physical  science  department,  has 
announced  the  arrival  of  an  army 
surplus  telescope.  The  telescope  is 
cn  a  tripod  and  can  be  tilted  to 
any  desired  angle.  It  has  three 
powers  of  ■  magnification:  15,  23. 
and  30.  Craters  on  the  moon  and 
shadows  cast  iby  the  rims  of  the 
craters  arc  plainly  visible  through 
tlie  telescope. 

Dr.  Hake  nnd  Mr.  M.  L.  Long, 
instructor  in  physical  science,  have 
been  able,  thus  far,  to  locate  four 
out  of  the  eleven  moons  of  Jupi¬ 
ter. 

Dr.  Hake  has  been  inquiring 
about  the.  cost  of  reflector  mirrors, 
in  the  hope  that  it  might  be  pos¬ 
sible,  should  the  lens  be  obtained, 
to  build  a  reflector  telescope  of 
such  magnitude  that  the  rings  of 
Saturn  and  other  smaller  celestial 
budics  will  be  more  easily  seen.

The  Bears  un¬ 
leashed  a  turbulent  attack  upon 
the  proud  Packers  in,,  the  fourth 
quarter  which  proved  to  be  the 
most  interesting  part  of  the  game. 

One  of  the  most  unusual  pop 
talks  was  made  in  Cambridge  some 
twenty  odd  years  ago  when  Charlie 
Moran’s  "Praying  Colonels”  moved 
east  to  take  on  the  heavily  favored 
Harvard  team.

Cleveland’s  rampaging  Indians-, 
behind  the  superb  :  playing  of 
manager  Lou  Boudreau,  won  their 
first  world  championship  since 
1920  at  the  expense  of  the  Boston 
Braves. 

Bob  Feller,  Indian  hurling  ace. 
pitched  perhaps  the  best  game  of 
the  series  when  he  fired  a  two  hit¬ 
ter  at  the  Brgves  on  opening  day, 
but  lost  1-0. 

Indian  hopes  were  undimmed, 
however,  and  they  struck  with  the 
voltage  of  lightning  to  record  vic¬ 
tories  in  the  next  three  games. 

Boston,  seemingly  beaten  be¬ 
cause  of  costly  fumbles,  bad  breaks, 
weak  hitting  and  a  number  of 
other  calamities,  refused  to  go  out 
and  with  a  heart  that  would  not 
stop  beating,  pushed  the  game  to 
Boston  by  thrashing  a  host  of  In- 
oian  pitchers  1-5  at  Cleveland. 

At  Boston,  the  final  game  found 
Bob  Lemon  pitching  the  tribe  to 
the  championship,  and  chalking 
up  his  second  series  victory  over 
the  Braves  in  as  many  outings.
